Tho parties split on tho measure,
eight Democrats and one Independent
voting with tho Republicans In Its
favor, while threo of the thlrtoen op-

position votos wore cast by nopubll-
cans. The passago of tho bill was
forecasted when amendments seeking
to oxclude cities from oporatlon of
the law wero defeated by votes of 24
to 14.

heralded at the time of its introduc-
tion in the Ohio sennto as tho meas
ure by which friends of Senator For-

aker sought to repeal thrBronson act
and prevent Taft-Forak- sentiment
test primaries, today was shunted off
the calendar until next Ttiosday, when
it cannot accomplish any harm to tho
Tflft movement even If passed.

Tha measuro was called up before

The Huff-
man bill was amended to make man-
datory on party committees the order-
ing of primaries to naniecandldates
and delegates.
